New principal to be picked in private 



"^Chancellor Howard I. Ross yes- 
terday said that the meetings of 
the ad hoc selection committee 
to choose a new principal would 
probably be closed. 

He explained that the actual 
procedure to be followed by the 
committee vdll be decided by the 
committee as a whole, but that 
he, personally, is adamantly op- 
posed to the idea of open meet- 
ings for the committee. He ad- 
ded that he felt the other com- 
mittee members would probably 
agree with him. 

Chancellor Ross explained that 



speculation on, and criticism of, 
candidates bdng considered could 
prove detrimental to the process 
of selection. "You can't discuss 
these things in public". Chancel- 
lor Ross said. 

Qosed meetings would prevent 
the Board of Governors, which 
ultimately accepts or rejects the 
recommendations of the commit- 
tee, from following the proceeds 
until the committee came up with 
its final report. 

Mr. Ross speculated that the 
Board of Governors would pro-

Ross.

Mr. Ross said that it toolc 
"several months" to select Dr. 
Robertson as principal, and that 
he expected it would take at least 
as long to select a new one. The 
red tape involved in selecting the 
Selection Committee will extend 
this process even longer. 

When asked what type of suc- 
cessor he thought the committee 
would seek, Mr. Ross would not 
be specific. He explained that he 
thought some members were 
looking for a good administrator, 
r while othersisougbt a person who / 



was academically qualified. 

As for himself, Mr. Ross 
would only say, "In my opinion, 
he would have to have a great 
deal of academic standing." 

Mr. Ross, himself, is in a 
tenuous situation right now, since 
he will relinquish the chancellor- 
ship once a new Cliancellor is 
chosen, or else December 31, 
whichever is sooner. 

When he does step down as 
Chancellor, he will also leave 
his position as chairman of the 
Selection Committee. His suc-

Hajaly comes to rescue of lecturers

At the Senate meeting 
Thursday student representa- 
tive Robert Hajaly will propose 
that lecturers at McGill be 
given the right to vote for 
faculty representatives to the 
Senate. 

Until now a lecturer hjs 
been left out of the represent- 
ed "family" of McGiil. 

"They have been completely 
dispossessed", Hajaly claim- 
ed. 

The motion enfranchising 
lecturers and researchers 
came up at the last Senate 
meeting and was overwhel- 
mingly defeated. 

The reasons for tiiis defeat 
were^ 



"extremely tenuous - the 
lecturers are considered to be 
transient people and/or on 
probation." 

Rajaly^stiongly opposes this 
alleged^fl^nale as he be- 
lieves that lecturers are mem- 
bers of the McGill academic 
community in every sense. 

According to Hajaly the 
reasons given by the Senate 
are not sufficient to refuse the 
franchise to this 180-member 
group. "Almost all associate 
professors are transient and 
many professors are on pro- 
bation; yet they have the vote. 

"The real reason for the 
exclusion of lecturers from 
Senate is largely political",^ 
ihechaigied^' 



"The addition of lecturers 
to the voting population of 
electors of the faculty repre- 
sentatives would tend to lib- 
eralize the constituency and 
many of the older professors 
wish to avoid this," he con- 
cluded. 

Also at Thursday's meeting 
student representative Peter 
Foster will propose a motion 
that all Senate meetings, in- 
cluding those of Senate com- 
mittees, be opened to the pub- 
Uc. 

"At the présent," stated 
Foster, "meetinp of the nom- 
inating and honorary degrees 
committees are closed to

Anson McKim said that he 
thinks that Dr. Robertson's suc- 
cessor should definitely have an 
academic background, while Mr. 
Lang said he prefers a man with 
administrative experience and 
ability. 



might, I think, have a lot of mer- 
it, but I'd Uke to look at that prêt-, 
ty carefully."

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The Changing of the Guard 



Appearing below is Part Two of George RadwarMki's ir^terview 
wilh redV/ng McGill Principal and Vice-Chancellor Dr. H. Rocke 
Roberhon. 

In yesterday's inslatlment. Dr. Robertson discussed the reasons 
behind his retiremenit the successes and failures of his tenure as 
principal, and the desirable qualities for his successor. 

Today's concluding part of the candid 90-minute conversation 
— recorded with the assistance of Radio McGill and reproduced 
verbatim — ranges over the problems and prospects of the uni- 
versity. 



DAILY: Can the megaversi- 
ty - unless changed In very 
drastic ways - be an educa- 
tional institution rather than 
Just an instructionai one? 

ROBERTSON: I guess that's 
the greatest problem there is 
ti^t now. I think that it's just . 
possible... Let me put it this 
way: I thlnlc that some of the 
things that are being tried now in 
the way of altering the whole 
form of teaching and getting stu- 
dents involved in the various 
techniques of drawing them out 
to interact with each other, ex- 
periments that are being tried 
here and there in the university, 
may pay off a bit. 

I think that devices which are 
basically fact-finding devices, in- 
formation retrieval devices, may 
free enough of the professors' 
time and the students' time so 
that there can be a lot more 
discussion. Whether or not any 
of these things will make the huge 
difference that people would like 
to see, whether by these means 
you can get around to the tutorial 
type system that you'd have at 
Oxford or Cambridge, I do not 
know - I'm a little doubtful my- 
self that you can. 

I think that size as we have it 
now is- a disability. We might 
find here some way of splitting 
up the place into smaller units 



those who seek radical change? 
Is there a formula that you 
would suggest to your succes- 
sor? 

ROBERTSON: We haven't gone 
far enough to leam the full an- 
swers to this type of thing, as to 
what approach you should take. 
I think here has to be a degree 
of firmness - there's a real limit 
to which agitation can go and be 
acceptable in the community and 
the extent to which^it;ieally dis- 
turbs things which are going on in 
the university, and that is a very 
important consideration. 

I think you have to - and ought 
to - listen very conscientiously 
to the proposals that are made, 
and to demands that are made. If 
you acceded right away to every- 
thing that was demanded, you'd 
be in a state of continual distur- 
bance and in a very unstable sit- 
uation. We've learned, been quite 
long enough at it to leam, that de- 
mands change very rapidly and 
I'm sure that if it went on long 
enough there would turn out to 
be contrary demands in three or 
four years' time, demands that 
were quite the opposite to what 
had been demanded originally. 

So I don't believe that you can, 
or that you should, make massive 
and very rapid changes. That's 
how things will evolve properly. 
And it's a constant process of 




of some sort or another where 

you'd get over that big disability 
of a huge unit, but I don't see 
our way. to it in a short time. 
That's going to take a lot of 
■working out. 

DAILY:' What should be the 
response of the university to

weighing the apparent merits of 
any proposal that's made, and 
trying to limit the moves to 
things that you have reason to 
think will stand up to the test of 
time. 

DAILY:- Do you see the fu- 
ture of the university actually 



being threatened by internal 
dissent? 

ROBERTSON: No, I don't think 
so. I think the university is much 
too stable and resilient an or- 
ganism to be overthrown by dis- 
sent of this sort. It's a menace, 
it's something that you worry 
about from time to time, but 
basically I feel that the university 
can withstand all this. It ought to, 
and it's a better place for having 
a fair degree of dissent. 

DAILY: Do you see McGill 
being threatened as an En- 
glish-speaking Institution with- 
in Quebec by the bulk of the 
forces which are now existing 
within the province? 

ROBERTSON: WeU, there's 
the direct and outspoken threat 
of a small overt group, not ter- 
ribly small but very overt, which 
doesn't have very great popular 
support. I don't think it has the 
support of other universities or 
the government, it hasn't got 
general support. 

There's the other aspect which 
is much broader-based, which is 
whether or not the province needs 
an English-speaking university, 
wliether it's good for the prov- 
ince. I have given my opinion 
very clearly that it does. There 
is the need, a continuing need, 
for this place and other English- 
speaking institutions here in per- 
petuity, and the province will 
progress the better, I would think, 
along these bilingual lines. 

I'm quite sure that the French- 
speaking universities feel - the 
same way, and I doubt very much 
that they would welcome a change 
on our part into a French-speaking 
institution. And I think we should 
resist the conversion with every- 
thing that we've got. 

So there is a threat, but I think 
that we'll have to counterbalance 
this threat by performing well 
and making people realize that we 
are an institution that is to be 
valued in the conmiunity. 

DAILY: Turning now to In- 
ternal university government, 
there appeared to be a back- 
ward step In the memo you 
sent out recently asserting the 
role of the Board of Governors 
In the selection of staff. Could 
you explain this more fully, 
and tell us whether it signals a 
greater Involvement by the 
Governors In the day-to-day 
affairs of the university than 
we've had In the last while? 

ROBERTSON: I wanted to make 
it very clear to the department 
chairmen and deans and so on 
what, the actual situation was, 
what the regulations of the uni- 
versity were. It had occurred to 
me that we had never notified 
the chairmen as to what the actual 
position was and that a chairman 
might quite easily carry on and 
commit us to something in the 
way of an appointment without 



realizing that he wasn't entitled 
to do it. 

The reason that occurred to 
me was because it actually hap- 
pened during the past year and I 
felt tliat it was important to point 
out tliat we ought to stick to the 
fStandard procedures. 

There is no intention on my 
part - and certainly none on the 
governors' part, as far as my 
knowledge goes - to change 



given all along for this type of 
remote group. 

I'm inclined to think with ex- 
perience that there will be, and 
probably should be, changes in 
this general pattern that's exist- 
ed in the university all along. I 
think that the first move, that 
we've made to change the thing 
is to put stiff onto the Board of 
Governors, and I fully expect that 
there will be further changes as 
time goes on.

DAILY: Do you feel that the 
Board of Governors, as It is 
presently structured and re- 
mote as it Is from the univer- 
sity environment, should con- 
tinue to have this sort of au- 
thority? . 



ROBERTSON: The advantages 
of having a remote group - and 
I say remote because they're not 
actually involved in the adminis- 
tration of the teaching that goes 
on in the university - the ad- 
vantages of such a group are 
several: they can make a dispas- 
sionate judgment of things, they 
can take a dispassionate view of 
the financial operations of the 
university, they can argue the 
case before a government without 
making it evident that they are 
trying to further their own in- 
terests, that sort of thing. Those 
are tlte argumënts that have been 
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I think we should explore the 
other very different possibilities. 
The unicameral system which is 
talked about so much, I think, 
might have a lot of merit, but 
I'd like to look at that pretty 
carefully. I think that there are 
universities which are going to 
the unicameral system, and I'd 
like very much to see what kind 
of experiotce they have with it. 

But in single-word answer to 
your question do I think there will 
or should be changes, my answer 
is yes.

DAILY: Given the remote- 
ness of the present board, 
should it at this point have in 
practice the power of partici- 
pating in day-to-day administra 
tive matters such as the hiring 
of faculty members? 

ROBERTSON: I think that there 
can be an improvement in this 
area and I wouldn't be surprised 
- I think I would be in favor - of 
setting up an appointments body 
in the university perhaps as part 
of senate, perhaps as an indepen- 
dent thing, that would take on the 
job of having the final say in ap- 
pohitments, people who are closer 
to the actuali field than can pos- 
sibly happen at the present time. 
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Reaction in the Wind 



The reaction has started. 

The first tell-tale signs have come from the 
Committee of Presidents of Universities of Ontario, 
a group of Presi(lents from 14 provincially-assisted 
universities, who have issued guidelines on a so- 
called "get tough approach to campus disturbances". 

The provisions call for the expulsion of students 
and faculty members found guilty of promoting vio- 
lence on campus or obstructing university business. 
The Committee further determined that "expulsion 
or dismissal is the only appropriate penalty for those 
who would challenge the university's right to carry 
on its affairs through orderly and peaceful discus- 
sion". 

The good presidents concluded thek manifesto 
with the assertion that University governors will 
contmue to listen to legitimate and fahr protests. All 
this, of course, vdthout definmg the nature of legiti- 
mate forms of protest. 

If this kind of retrenchment were to catch on at 
McGill, the consequences would be nothing short of 
disastrous. It would be sheer folly to believe that 



enough has been done in the areas of academic and 
administrative reform. 

An immediate and pressing need is the abolition 
of the Board of Governors in favour of a unicameral 
administrative structure for the university. With the 
decreasing importance of private donations and the 
accompanying increase in the use of public funds, 
the Board of Governors has become little more than 
an anachronism. 

The time has come for a single body composed 
in appropriate proportions of representatives of the 
groups dhrectly affected by the operation of the Uni- 
versity. Such a group would clearly be better equip- 
ped to more effectively reconcile the academic, so- 
cial, political, financial and physical priorities of the 
Universities. 

Perhaps the comments of retiring Principal 
Robertson, found on Page One of this issue, give 
cause for cautious optimism. 

But Dr. Robertson is leaving, and the example 
of the Ontario .reactionaries might prove tempting 
to those around hhn.

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Sir, 

As a past McGill graduate I 
was pleasantly surprised to dis- 
cover that a Birth Control Hand- 
book sponsored by the McGill 
Students' Society was being dis- 
tributed on the U. B. C. campus. 
My pleasure turned to dismay 
when I glanced at the editorial. 
I was informed that the popula- 
tion explosion "is largely a me- 
dia fabricated myth" and "is only 
a threat to the supremacy of the 
white nations". I was also in- 
structed that there was "more 
than enough food" and "plenty 
of room left for man". 

To use first class mformation 
on birth control as a vehicle for 
such undoctunented speculation is 
in my opinion both undesirable 
and unfortunate. The population 
explosion is no media controlled 
myth - the people voicing con- 
cern include promhient social 
scientists, biologists and phys- 
icists, not sensation provoking 
journalists without facts. Nor is 
the problem simply one of people 
in isolation, the relations to 
others and the environment must 
be considered. To quote Profes- 
sor Richard A. Falk of Princeton 
and of the Center for Advanced 
Studies in the Behavioral Sci- 
ences, "Man may be skeptical 
about following the flight of the 
dodo into extinction, but the evi- 
dence points increasingly to just 
such a pursuit. . . There are four 
htter-connected threats to the 
planet - wars of mass destruction, 
overpopulation, pollution and the 



depletion of resources. They have 
a cumulative effect. A problem in 
one area renders it more diffi- 
cult to solve the problems in any 
other area". 

Even if there are land masses 
available (deserts and jungles are 
mentioned) human ecology has 
still not advanced sufficiently to 
allow successful habitati<m . of 
such hostile environments. This ■ 
is presuming that the people 
would mlllngly move or that the 
areas involved would take them 
in. Moreover, do we dare risk 
turning our planet into one global 
village. Experiments with animal 
populations have shown that once 
the density in an area increases 
beyond a certabi pobit the society 
falls apart;, members of the 
species .attack each other .and 
mutilate themselves. 

The apparent value of existing 
food surpluses becomes"; diluted 
when one realizes that the damage 
done by pollution or depletion of 
our natural resources can never 
be replenished. More people 
equals more pollution and deple- 
tion no matter how the evidence 
is considered. Dr. F. Park, Pro- 
fessor of Geology and Mbieral 
Engineering at Stanford has de- 
monstrated the limited supply of 
metal in the earth's crust. Al- 
ready short in this technological 
age are silver, mercury, tin and 
cobalt. The conunon metals will 
eventually follow. The United 
States consumes one ton of hron 
and eighteen pounds of copper per 
year per citizen. If the developing 



countries hi the process of in- 
dustrialization raise their con- 
sumption to these levels and the 
population doubles, in the next 
forty years, (as it will at present 
rates) the world will need twelve 
times as much copper and iron 
per year. Dr. Parks has stated 
that there is Uttle hope of even 
reaching such levels. 

In conclusion the population ex- 
plosion should not be dismissed 
as "myth" or "threat to the 
supremacy of white nations", 
rather it is an issue o( primary 
concern for each of us if we are 
to survive as a species on this 
planet Shice there is no state- 
ment of personal opinion with the 
editorial, the casual reader is led 
to believe it represents the offi- 
cial opinion of the Students' So- 
ciety of McGilL I wonder to what 
extent the views of this editorial 
agree with the views of the ma- 
jority of McGill students.

The Theological Undergraduate 
Society has decided to call for ap- 
plications to nil its vacant seat 
on the Students' Council. 

The Faculty of Divinity has had 
no representative for its 45' 
students since last January when 
no one "could find the time or the 
energy to run for election and sit 
on Council," according to TUS 
president Gary Radcliffe. 

"But this year, the addition of 
at least 10 American students has 
given the faculty a new vitality, 
since they are not affiliated with 
any church and see theology as an 
academic exerdse rather than 
as training for a career," con- 
tinued Radcliffe. 

The deadline for applications is 
Monday. If only one person ap- 
plies, he will be acclaimed as 
the Divinity rep and end his facul- 
ty's ipso facto withdrawal from 
the Students' Society. 

"If no one applies, at least we 
can say we tried," Radcliffe add- 
ed. 



TORONTO (CUP) - The Uni- 
versity of Toronto has warned 
that incidents such as a disrup- 
tion of a freshman dinner which 
occurred last Thursday may lead 
to expulsion of the participants. 

Caput, the U of T disciplinary 
body, issued a statement Sunday 
saying the body is "greatly con- 
cerned" with attempts by indi- 
vir' lals or groups to disrupt aca- 
de.nic events. 

Referrin3 directly to the Thurs- 
day disruption - where members 
of the U of T's radical new left 
caucus barraged ° speakers at a 
freshmah dinner with questions 
and eventually forced the closing 
of the affair - Caput said the 
disruption of any lecture, class, 
seminar or university-sponsored 
meeting is a serious offence. 

Where such disruption occurs, 
the person in charge should try 
to quell it. Caput said, and if that 
fails he should report to his 
superiors, and eventually to Ca- 
put, which would decide if disci- 
plinary action should be taken. 

Any proceeding would include 
a public hearing with the accused 
entitled to legal counsel. If any- 
one was found guilty, Caput would 
have the power to impose Hncs, 
withholding of degrees or diplo- 
mas and "with the conGrmation 
of the board of governors, ex- 
pulsion from the university." 

But at the same time the U of T 
disciplinary body said guidelines 
set by the Committee of Univer- 
sity Presidents of Ontario arc not 
yet the legal base for disciplinary 
action at U of T.

All 
this "ge,tting back into coursés 
you were supposed to be in" is 
taking a lot longer than five hours 
and forty mmutes, or whatever 
ttiat complaint was. I would like 
to say that the whole situation is 
ridiculous, and' unless some sort 
of efficiency can be established, 
then that exercise in futility call- 
ed preregistration should be 
abolished.

SFUtoput 
eus on trial 

BURNABY BC (CUP) - The 
first round in this year's crucial 
series of referenda on the Cana- 
dian Union of Students will be 
fought at Simon Fraser University 
Thursday (September 25) and 
Friday. 

Overshadowed by the crisis 
within the University's PSA de- 
partment , students will decide 
during the two days whether -or 
not they favor rejoining the na- 
tional union, after the SFU del- 
egation to the 33rd CUS Congress 
refused to commit SFU to the 
union. 

CUS president Martin Loney 
said last Friday that he was 
confident SFU students would en- 
dorse the union. "We won there 
by a two-to-one margin last year, 
and I don't see why Uiis year 
should be any different." he 
said. 

The SFU referendum is the 
first of a series which are crucial 
to the financial survival of the 
union, which has only 12 mem- 
bers following the 33rd CUS Con- 
gress. Other important referenda 
will be held at Carleton University 
October 13, and at the. University 
of Toronto October 23. 

Failure of CUS to win at thae 
schools could force the union to 
close down by Christmas.

Rooms registry 

The . director of , the . Mc-' 
Gill women's altimiiae Room 
Registry Service for stu- 
dents, has criticized the 
operation of the student-run 
Elmergency Housing Ser- 
vice, for providing low cali- 
bre housing. 

"Many mothers would not 
be happy to see their sons 
or daughters living in con- 
ditions supplied by some of 
the co-op housing," charged 
Mrs. Eleanor Dunlop, ^o 
has heated the Room Reg- 
istry Service for the last ' 
ten years. 

She opposed the students' 
system because the rooms 
they offer are not inspected. 

Each room the alumnae 
registry provides, must be 
visited and approved by 
someone from the service 
before being listed. 

Dave Young, the Students' 
Society internal vice-presi- 
dent, deplored the "In loco 
parentis" attitude of Mrs. 
Dunlop. 

The alumnae service 
usually interviews about 600 
students annually, but be- 
cause -the students set up 
their own registry this year, 
the number has dropped to 



460. The Emergency Hous- 
ing Service received 250 
applicants in just one week. 

Africa at McGill 

Whereas it might strilce 
some as strange that the 
course English 499 is now 
to be given as German 499b, 
it might strike some as 
stranger that the new 
course, German 499b, is en- 
titled "African Literature 
in the Twentieth Century." 

The course was not slated 
originaUy to be given in the 
1969-70 academic year due 
to a delay in ratification by 
the Senate.

The philosophy department 
has told over a hundred stu- 
dents that there is no room 
tor them in Philosophy 200, 
even though they regbtered 
for the course. 

All first and fourth year stu- 
dents who registered for it 
have been dropped, and some 
students in other years may be 
forced out because there is no 
room for them in the sections 
that do exist. 

Professors Bruce Garside 
and Harry Bracken, blamed 
the chaos on a reduced depart- 
mental budget and the confu- 
sion that prevailed at registra- 
tion. 

The department had expect- 
ed an increase in registration 
and requested funds for four 
additional teaching assistants 
(TAs) to take care of the in- 
creased load. 

The department preregis- 
tered students on the basis of 
an increased TA budget. But 
v^en the budget was finally 
approved, near, the end of pre- 
reglstration, there was no 
money for the TAs and four 
sections (approximately 100 
students) were cut out of Philo- 
sophy 200. 

"We could have handled 
everybody if the budget had 
gone through on thne" said 

Garside. 

The situation was aggravat- 
ed by a lack of communication 

iMîtwcen the philosophy depart- 



ment and the people register- 
big students at the gym. 

Students taking Philosophy 
200 were supposed to have fil- 
led out cards to register them 
with the department when they 
registered. This was not done 
on many occasions at pre- 
registration, so that the depart- 
ment is stiU not sure just how 
many students are registered 
in the various sections. 

The people at registration 
apparently did not realise that 
the introductory course was 
being given in small sections 
whose enrollment was not to 
exceed 2S per class and failed' 
to limit enrollment. 

The Philosophy department 
deserves a good deal of the 
blame for the chaos In its in- 
troductory course. The English 
department runs an introducto- 
ry course in which students 
were allowed to choose the 
section they wanted. Registra- 
tion was restricted to 35 per. 
section but no snafus occurred 
because that department has 
its own' people at preregistra- 
tion and registration, and they 
made sure the Ibnit was not 
exceeded. Philosophy did not do 
this. 

The result of this goof is 
that at least one hundred stu- 
dents who have registered 
properly and had been assured 
that they could take Phil. 200 
at registration arc now left 
searching for courses to subs- 
titute for this one.
